The  main  garden  rises  gradually  from  Main  Street 
to  a crown,  then  slopes  towards  the  cottage,  where,  in 
front,  on  Broadway,  some  of  the  newer  varieties  and 
seedlings  are  grown. 

In  back  is  a small  grove  of  young  fruit  trees,  small 
fruits  and  on  top  of  a steep  bank  is  a small  piece  of 
wild  land  where  delicious  blueberries  grow.
